Inasmuch as we, the undersigned Agents, hare been working on 
these Kurd er cases for toae months, we believe the following facts in 
this letter form are appropriate and advisable far your information. 


Agent Weiss was assigned specially ta these cases Sept 29 , 
192*. Since said date Agent Weiss has Seen engaged la Federal Court, 
under subpoena far the Government ,and other inves tigations-about two 
and a hal months, the balance of the time being engaged on these c«s:s 


. Agent Burger was assigned specially te work jointly with Agt 

jj Weiss on these case Dec. 16th, 192*, but has been in Federal Ceurt.under 
1 subpoena for the government in other cases about 15 er 20 days. 

We have directed most ef #mx efferts te the selvlng of the 
Anna Browg murder,fer the reaeen that we believe that selving that 
will also furnish the key te the Smithe amd Roan Kurders,a& these 
three cases seem to be interrelated, and in many instances the persons 
having knowledge or information re the Anna Brown Harder ,elso have 
soue re one or both of the others. Wo have ascertained the real facts 
in the Anna Brown Uurder,but still have the difficult task of locating 
certain known witnesses , and inducing them and others to tell t>- 
and this is now our immediate work.

We have Just recently gained the confidence of two mooch ere of 
the underworld, who have promised to work under cover for us,®^ who 
are in pooitions to got all the underworld information on cases. 

These two men have already furnished uo information on theses cases 
that Justifies our hopes that they are working in good faith »ith us.

us to arrange interviews under the most favorable condi tions , but have 
not kept these promises. We are now convinced that we shall have to

Mar. 26th. Learned from -R. MOCLAIU , manager Armour Co*, Kan- 
sas city, Kane, that j. V. CARTER left their employ right after 
our talk with CARTER some weeks ago, and that CARTER left no ad- 
dress. Made efJort to looate CARTER, tut with no suooeee ae yet, 
tut have a good pioture of him and will continue to look for him. 

Mar. 26th and 27th also had long talk with confidential in-
